Learn to Keep Budget 

If the income is S100, and the 
amount spent is $95, the result is 
happiness.

There should be two divisions each 
month, one for necessities, and one 
for things that are highly desirable, 
but which cannot be bought uw 
after groceries, rent and clothes are 
paid for. Sometimes the term, “high- | 
er life," is used for this classification, 
which includes insurance, either life 
or retirement benefits; savings and 
investments; medical attention; edu¬ 
cation, either in school or thru news- v 
papers, magazines and books; the 
church and civic groups.

After keeping the budget for six 
months, it is checked to see where I 
changes should be made. After learn- K 
ing exactly how much is spent for M 
various things, it is possible to make m 
out an estimate of what will be W 
spent in the next few months, and to V 
plan for those things which are seen m.

The smaller the income, the more m 
worthwhile budget-making becomes.! M

. of information of value to cow own- 
- ers. As its title suggests, it deals 
mostly with feeding. Some sugges- 
i tions follows; 

Good pasture and abundance of 
i legume hay of good quality make a 
/ most satisfactory basis for an econo- 
j mical feeding program for Kentucky 
s dairy farmers. 

f The amount of suitable pasture 
. and hay afforded by the farm should, 

. in large measure, determine the size 
3 of the herd. 

> Good cows give a better return for 
, home-grown feed than poor cows. 

i! A cow should freshen each year, 

, I produce milk for 10 months, and 

> have a rest or dry period of six to j 
t eight weeks. 

r In feeding grain to cows, be guided i 
first by theprice of the mixtureas re-j 
lated to the price of dairy products; 

[ second, by the quantity and quality [ 
| of the roughage fed, and third, by the 
individual cow. 

If it is necessary to purchase con- 
| centrates, be guided in the selection 
! by the statement of analysis and con- 
i stituents on the state official tag. 

| The dairy is usually one of a num¬ 
ber of enterprises on a farm. It 
should be made to “fit in” with the 
other enterprises. For example, skim- 
milk is excellent feed for calves, poul- 
i try and pigs, and this fact should be 
taken into consideration before de-' 
j ciding whether to sell whole milk or 
| to sell cream and use the skimmilk 
1 at home.
